SAMOANS LEARN 
AMERICAN WAYS

“Fiki,” “Fouina,” and “Swede,” 
if you don’t know these names 
already they belong to the three 
new students from American 
Samoa. Their full names are 
Fitiuta loapo, Faafouina lopi, and 
Suetena Pule. They are from a 
group of thirteen Samoan stu- 
dents who are in the United 
States to further their educations 
so that they may return to their 
home and help further cultural 
and economic aspects of their 
life in the islands. ’ 

When | interviewed them yes- 
terday, they told me about some 
of their customs such as “catch- 
ing the moon” (strolling with 
your girl in the moonlight), “Fia- 
fia” (celebrations), swimming in 
the surf, and paying fifteen cents 
for a bus“ ride and having a 
movie thrown in free, | was all 
set to run home and pack my 
grip and take a steamer to Sa- 
moa to pursue the mythical life 
of a beachcomber. 

Fiki, who is majoring in his- 
tory and is looking forward to a 
teaching career, is from a village 
known as the “Naval Station.” 
He attended high school there 
and is a member of the second 
graduating class. During his 
school career Fiki was editor-in- 
chief of the school paper and 
captain of the basketball team 
which won the island champion- 
ship in 1949 and was invited to 
Honolulu for exhibition games. 
During the war, when all of the 
schools were closed down by 
the navy, Fiki worked for the 
navy as a stevedore for twenty- 
three cents an hour. 


Cipriano Added 
To Science Dept. 


William Cipriano, former in- 
structor at Villanova College, has 
been appointed physics instruc- 
tor in the science department 
this year. 


Born October 31, 1907, Mr. 
Cipriano started his college ca- 
reer at the Drexel Institution of 
Technology, where he received 
his BS and EE degrees.

His home is 
in the village of Aua, which is,at 
the foot of a mountain known to 
the natives as “the rainmaker.” 
Whenever something goes 
wrong with the weather Swede 
says he gets the same ridicule as 
our own weather bureau. Swede 
attended the same high school 
as Fiki and Fouina, and he 
wishes to further his education 
in order to make his place in 
Samoa as a “politician.” 


All three of these young men 
are talented entertainers and 
have already performed before 
the public several times here in 
Santa Ana. 


They saw their first football 
game last Friday and were im- 
pressed with the sport. However; 
they were disappointed in the 
response of the crowd. In the 
words of all three “twenty-five 
Samoans could have made as 
much noise.” “At home,” stated 
Fiki, “the spirit aroused. by sports 
is great.” 


All three of these young men 
plan to be in the United States 
for several years and they are 
completely on their own, work- 
ing their way through ‘college 
like thousands of other young 
men throughout America.

He flew down the West 
Coast of Mexico, Central Amer- 
ica and South America as far as 
Santiago de Chile. He then flew 
across the Andes to Argentina 
and up the East Coast of South 
America stopping at some of the 
Caribbéan Islands and at Yuca- 
tan, Mexico. 

Modern Tempo in So. America 


The modern methods of lifé 
in the big cities of South Amer- 
ica impressed Mr. Glenn. Very 
few Indians reside in these cities 
for nearly 90% of the inhabitants 


‘are of European stock. 


Tropical life on the Caribbean 
islands is very interesting and 
very much like that on the South 
Pascific islands. In Haiti Mr. 
Glenn had the chance to observe 
several voo-doo rituals which he 
found “weird, to say the least.” 
The natives worked themselves 
into a state of such religious fer- 
ver that they reached an almost 
demented state. 


In Yucaton, Mr. Glenn visited 
the Mayan ruins which still re- 
vealed the remarkable construc- 
tion methods and art crafts 
which are proof of a remarkable 
civilization.

Glenn Spans Globe 
In Exciting Journey 


T. H. GLENN 


Visited Europe During Summer 
During the Summer Mr. Glenn 
organized and conducted a party 
of 25 on a trip to Europe. They 
visited Ireland, England, France, 
Italy, Switzerland, Germany, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Nor- 
way, Sweden. They were gone 
from June to September 1. 

One of the highlights of their 
trip was the festivals of Britain 
in London and the Exhibitions 
there. In England also they saw 
a production of Shakespeare's 
Richard Il at the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theater at Stratford. 
The best actors are selected each 
year for the annual tribute to 
Shakespeare. The theater itself 
is modern but the plays are di- 
rected somewhat in the old Eliza- 
bethan manner. 

“There was much evidence of 
the people of England being 
hard put to secure food sup- 
plies,” said Mr. Glenn. “It is 
ironical that in Germany the 
people are eating much better 
food than in Britain. Many of 
the British blame the Labor 
Party and advocate a change of 
government.” 

Fhe progress toward re-build- 
ing on the continent is remark- 
able. Due mainly to the Marshall 
Plan aid. In general the Euro- 
peans appreciate the aid and 
have made good use of it. This 
is particularly noticed in North- 
ern Italy, where very ambitious 
plans for industrial’ reconstruc- 
tion and housing are being car- 
ried out.

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REPORT FROM KOREA

Jim Gant's story; and, your 
story. The story of an American: 
‘boy. A boy born and raised in 
the mid-west. Born in America; 
raised in America; and, fought 
for America in foreign lands. - 

Robert James Gant, born Au- 
gust 20, 1926 in Omaha, Nebras- 
ka. Jim had all of the normal 
aspirations of a full and abund- 
ant life, and he had the energy 
and drive to see the fulfillment 
of his goal in life; however, 
these goals were to be changed. 
America was at war, and Jim 
Gant, like a million other young 
Americans, wanted a peaceful 
world to work and live in. 

February, 1944 at the age of 
seventeen Jim enlisted in the 
United States Marine Corps. He 
entered boot camp at San Diego, 
Calif. Then he was overseas. The 
invasions of Iwo Jima, Guam, 
Okinawa, where he aided in the 
evacuation of wounded from the 
beaches and inhand. 

The war over, Jim went back 
to a peaceful United States 
where he could start work again 
on his more personal objectives. 
He joined the reserves, along 
with the men whom he had 
fought with, because the United 
States wanted to insure this 
peace. Other than this Jim could 
either go to work, or else go 
back to school. 

September, 1949 Jim regis- 
tered at Santa Ana College. His 
major was journalism, and he 
had fun. He liked school and 
his friends. He was on his way. 

In June he went home to 
spend summer vacation with his 
parents. There ‘was a letter wait- 
ing for him. He was to report 
back to his reserve unit. Amer- 
ica was at war again. This time: 
it was different. Jim didn’t want 
to go. He felt that he had done. 
his part. He knew that he wasn't 
the only one though. 

August 16, 1950 Jim left for: 
another foreign war, in’ familiar 
territory. 

September 15, he was at In- 
chon, one-half mile behind the 
front lines. His duty this time 
was to receive and route radio 
messages from this _ frontline 
command-post. Jim saw plenty ' 
of action. The kind we sit at. 
home and read about. He saw 
little romance or glamour about 


- it; it was life or death. His unit 


was caught in the “battle of the 
reservoir,” at Inchon. He was in. 
the fighting retreats we read 
about, but, he made it home. 

July 4, 1951 Jim flew to Ja- 
pan. This time he came home to 
a still fighting United States. 

August. 6, 1951 Jim was dis- 
charged at San Diego. On the 
same day he came to Santa Ana 
and started out again at the 
school he likes so well. This year. 
Jim changed his major to agri- 
culture so that some-day he can 
go back to Nebraska and work 
with his Dad. 

Jim is on his way again. Just 
recently he became engaged to 
Miss Susan Lane; one of his goals * 
has been achieved. 

About the war in Korea, Jim 
has this to say, “The boys over 
there are bitter, and discour- 
aged. Its not like the other war 
when we were fighting for the 
home-team, now we're on every- 
body's team. Its hard to get used 
to the idea.” 

After going through all this 
you would expect Jim to be a 
caustic, and aged introvert, but, 
look at yourself, and think of 
your dreams and aspiratidns, 
and you'll see Jim Gant.
